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Strawberry Student Confab 
Seems To Bear Cultural Fruit

Fifty-five students and facul- 
ty met at the Fourth Annual 
International Student Confer- 
ence during semester break to 
relate their intercultural experi- 
ences. 

At Strawberry Lodge, con- 
ferees discussed the effect of 
their American study on life 
goals, personal relations, inter- 
national politics, and _ eco- 
nomics. 

In one discussion on Ameri- 
can colleges, international stu- 
dents said they expected their 
education in this country to 
focus on an intense study in 
their specific discipline, rather 
than on a liberal arts educa- 
tion — which includes 45 units 
of general education require- 
ments. Their expectations de- 
veloped because the secondary 
schools of the European system 
is similar to the first two years 
of American college education. 

Compare Pailosophies 

American and _ international 
students also compared the 
philosophies of higher educa- 
tion. 

“The American society places 
lowe emphasia on directed and 
concentrated effort on the study 


of a single technological disci- 
pline than other countries,” said 
Ori Karmon, junior physics 
major from Israel. 

Another group discussed the 
personal problems of interna- 
tional students, such as learn- 
ing American slang and idioms 
studying in a foreign language, 
intercultural dating, and pre- 
judice attitudes in housing and 
employment. 

What's the Interest? 

“Why do you want to know 
me? Why are people interested 
in ‘foreign students?’”’ 

These questions were dis- 
cussed in a general group ses- 
sion. 

Students debated their own 
countries’ motives — economic 
and political—for internation in- 
volvement. Andre Martin, in- 
structor in foreign languages, 
interceded to say, “As students 
and faculty representing differ- 
ent countries et Sacramento 
State College, we may become 
involved internationally on a 
personal level.”

U.S. Commissioner 
Heads Convocation 


Science and Engineering Week 
will open with a convocation ad- 
dress in the Men's Gym at 11:00 
a.m. Monday presented by Mr. 
Floyd E. Dominy, U. 8. Com- 
missioner of Reclamation. 

Mr. Dominy was named to his 
post of Associate Commissioner 
in 1950 by former President Ei- 
senhower, an appointment re- 
newed in January, 1961 by the 
late President Kennedy. He is 
an internationally recognized au- 
thority on land and water re- 
sources and is a member of a 
number of international com- 
missions working in this field. 

His experience includes war- 
time service as assistant director 
of the Food Supply division, Of- 
fice of the Coordinator of Inter- 
American affairs, and military 
government staff officer in 
charge of agricultural rehabilita- 
tion of the Central Pacific is- 
lands. 

Following the war, Dominy 
joined the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion and his posts there included 
Chief of Allocation and Repay- 
meat Branch and Division Chief 
of the Division of Irrigation pri- 
or to his present appointment.

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Prosthetic Heart Valve 


The prosthetic heart valve re- 
cently developed by the mechan- 
ical engineering department 
working in conjunction with car- 
diac surgeons at Sutter Memor- 
ial Hospital will highlight dis- 
plays by the engineering depart- 
ment during the Science and 
Engineering Week. 

Optimizing the design of the 
ball valve, this heart valve is the 
product of many coordinated ef- 
forts. A freshman graphics class 
designed the valve holder. In or- 
der to study valve action, a pulse 
simulator was designed by two 
senior students. This machine 
was exhibited at the June 1963 
meeting of the American Society 
for Engineering Education. 

Other students are now using 
the pulse simulator to determine 
the fluid flow churacteristics of 
the valves with accelerated-life 
testing equipment to simulate 
realistic conditions. 

The duty cycle for the valves 
is severe since they must be cap- 
able of operating more than 40 
million times a year under great- 
ly varying conditions. The me- 
chanical engineering department 
is currently interested in the de- 
sign of a completely mechanical 
heart.

Brueckner will speak on “The 
Evolution of Modern Science 
and Technology” on Feb. 23, 
8 p.m. in room PS-113. He will 
also speak on “Problems in Nu- 
clear and Atomic Physics” on 
Feb. 24 at 1 p.m. in the same 
room. 
Dr. Brueckner is a consult- 
ant to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion. He is an associate editor 
of “The Physical Review” and 
served as Director of Research 
for the Institute for Defense 
Analysis from 1961 to 1963.

Mark Opening of Figaro

The overall appearance of the 
Marriage of Figaro, which 
opened Tuesday night in the 
Little Theatei, exuded an im- 
pression of extravagance and 
grandeur, not altogether unlike 
a San Francisco opening. 

John Lewis conducted his 
orchestra through an impressive 
overature in spite of the size. 
Limitation of only four violins. 
The orchestra responded with 
ease to his demands throughout. 
The harpsichord, played by 
Phillip Maxwell, provided a sub- 
tle but unmistakably present 
background for most of the 
libretto. 

From the beginning notes of 
the first act to the finish Yvonne 
Horn, as Susanna, was charm- 
ing, natural and poised. Her dra- 
matic execution contributed sig- 
nificently to her role and her 
clear soprano voice was unfalt- 
ering. She was an actress from 
the start, graceful and expert. 

At first, I thought Hal Hult- 
gren was going to be disappoint- 
ing when he began his solo in 
Act | a little stiffly. Later in the 
act, however, he proved himself 
favorably and developed a bold, 
sensuous and charming Figaro. 
His baritone was distinct and 
smooth, especially in his de- 
manding recitative at the end 
of Act II. 

William Bobolis, as Count 


Almaviva, was an effectively 


conceited and proud lover con- 
sistently. His baritone was 
neither too deep nor too over- 
whelming as voices often have 
been in this part. However, 
Bobolis’ most important solo at 
the beginning of Act III ended 
a little weak. The climatic 
words, “. . . you fill my heart 
with joy .. .” were not con- 
vincingly joyful. Bobolis seemed 
almost preoccupied. 

Cherubino's part, sung fetch- 
ingly by Andriana Stamos was 
perfect. With a beautiful mezzo 
soprano voice aided by mad and 
pert gestures, Andriana brought 
more to her role than might 
have been there origirally. Her 
love song to the Countess in 
Act II lost some of its effect in 
the English translation, but 
Andriana worked sincerely with 
the aria regardless. Her “exile” 
scene with Figaro in the begin- 
ning was particularly moment- 
ous. 
Jacqueline Victorino sung her 
role as the Countess Almaviva 
exactly right. Her background 
in opera was obvious. She was 
dignified and elegant and her 
powerful soprano was steady and 
clear. Her solos in Acts III and 
IV made her audience sensitive 
to every note and its imposing 
substance 

In spite of the diversified per- 
sonalities of the Countess and 
Susanna, their duets blended ex- 
pertly and they worked well

together, neither overpowering 
the other while the two re- 
mained distinctly individual. 
Joyce Bower, as Marcellina, 
showed promise but she is still 
somewhat green for a role of 
this character. I hope she con- 
tinues her evident effort. 


In Bazilio’s role, Kenneth 
Brown was maliciously gossipy 
and good. The judge too, played 
by Kellerman Marich was con- 
vincingly comic and blubbering. 


Ann Keller sang her light 
airy role impressively although 
the part of Barbarina did not 
provide great revelation of her 
personality. 


Larry Shumate outdid himself 
on backdrops and scenery. They 
were breathtaking, as were the 
costumes. The soft, romantic 
setting in the fourth act drew 
applause before an actor ever 
appeared on the stage. 

Certainly the music and 
drama departments should col- 
laborate more often when talent 
as was displayed in this produc- 
tion is available. 

But really, after the cast had 
taker, five bows and applause 
still lingered, where was John 
Lewis? After his first hasty 
exit he accepted our apprecia- 
tion no longer. There is no room 
for embarrassed modesty when 
an opera of this quality is pro- 
duced.

Uniondom vs. ssc| 


This campus may again be a battleground if the Inter- 
national Alliance of Theatrical Stage Employees does not 
meet with victory over the college students of California. 

The Union labor dispute which occurred last year be- 
tween the ASSSC and IATSE may be settled February 26- 
28 when the California State Colleges Student President's 
Association meets here. 

Paul Sax, ASSSC president, is in charge of the commit- 
tee which is negotiating with the AFL-CIO representatives. 
It is Paul Sax’s belief and the Hornet’s that justice must 
be done to student vody associations. 

There is also more to the situation than a problem be- 
tween management and labor. There is a question of free- 
dom of choice. Are we to be dictated to by this interna- 
tional Union or are we going to do as we deern proper and 
continue to use student help and talent? 

The background of the dispute is that IATSE objects 
to student associations using student help when profes- 
sional performers, such as the New Christy Minstrels and 
Brothers Four appear on campus. 

IATSE says we are taking the jobs away from its Union 
members. Obviously the union has a point, for here is a 
new unexploited field, where new levies of money can be 
found to fill the union coffers. 

The Union does not seem to particularly care that if 
their demands are met for the use of union members, 
there may not be any jobs for anyone, students or union 
serfs. 

Using Union personnel on campus the cost of professional 
entertainment, as is slated for this semester, would be pro- 
hibitive, and we would be denied it. Plus, once the Union 
is on campus we could be forced to have Union projection- 
ist show the movies at the Foreign Film Festival, and as a 
result, no films. 

In its legitimate extreme, if we did have Union person- 
nel, they could demand, and be granted, such tasks as tick- 
et collectors at ASSSC football and basketball games, and 
ushers ut the Drama productions. 

The Union stand takes no account that this college is 
an institute of learning; where young men learn how to 
handle such things as lighting, sound and other technical 
skills. Besides, college students desperately need the money 
they earn from such undertakings. If the Unions took over, 
not only would many jobs have to be done away with, but 
the students would be displaced. 

A practical approach to this problem is the one now be- 
ing conducted by Union representatives and the CSCSPA. 
It is something resembling collective bargaining. But the 
Hornet sees no reason why this process of demands should 
be one-sided. If the Union expects to get something from 
the California college student, they should also expect to 
give. 

First of all, IATSE is a very discriminating Union. It, 
like any other Union, uses arbitrary judgment on who 
should or should not be a member. 

Also, the Union is directly discriminating against young 
college students in this very state who major or minor in 
such fields as cinematography. It is kind of a heredity 
thing to get in to IATSE, and besides, the Union says too 
many members curtail job opportunities tor the old mem- 
bers. 

It is also true that the members of such Unions are vir- 
tual serfs, enslaved by the hierarchy of their profession. 
Until reforms are made in IATSE which will insure greater 
opportunity for work and expression, they must keep away. 
The college campus is a place for free men. 

There are reforms that we, as students could justifiably 
demand. They may not be granted, but then why should 
IATSE’s demands be granted?
